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Cooper does not complain in his notice of illegal votes having been polled 
and'counted for Hanna, and could not, therefore, by the law under which this 
contest has been conducted, introduce testimony. to show it, for the reason that 
no such point is made in the notice. But Mw think that Hanng has.proven 
several illegal votes to have been polled for Cooper outside.of the Rock. Bluffs 
precinct, and that Davis, a legal voter who was denied the right to. vote; at 
Plattsmouth when he offered to vote, would have voted for Hanna, had. he been 
permitted soto do. We are, therefore, of the opinion that Hanna, as it appears 
from the.testimony, is entitled to the seat now occupied by him. But there is 
a question of more importance arising here in referance to the Rock Bluffstote. 
The law under which the election was held, required the Judges and Clerks 
of Election to be chosen and qualified in a certain way, and we think that its 
requirements cannot be dispensed with. 

It is ascertained from the evidence, that Hutchison, one'of the Judges, 
was not chosen, and did not qualify as the law provides, and that he was con-. 
sequently disqualified by law from serving as such. It also appears from'testi- 
mony that this same usurping, disqualified Judge, took the ballot box away 
from the room where the election was held, and kept-it outof sight of the elec-; 
tots on two or three occasions, and kept concealed from view for two or three 
hours. The eleetion law requlres. the polls to be opened continually during the 
day, from 9 o’clock in the morning, until 6 o'clock in the evening, and' that 
the ballot box shall be kept continually i in view of the electors present. „Hence, — 
the law passed for the protection of the honest voter, and the preservation of 
the purity of the ballot box, and the sacred right of the elective franchise: has 
been most grossly violated. in both the letter and the spirit. Itappears not to 
haye been enough to procure a person to act as Judge who had not the slightest;

Mr. Spurlock did evade the question propounded to him, and did conceal 
the truth, and did color the facts to the utmost of his power. But at last, 
driven from pointto-point, he confessed thatthe Board only thought “that in 
the manner of conducting the election there was possibility of fraud." -And 
thus it came out at last that this broad charge of fraud, which this man who 
has evidently been a tool in the hands of worse men than himself, was willing 
to make against his fellow citizens, and was sustained only by the guspicion 
on the part of men whose dealings have: been most unfair, of the possibility - 
of fraud. But this is not all. The proof is clear and positive that no fraud 
was committed. The facts are these: At noon, one of the judges declared . 
the polls closed for one hour. Mr. Murry, one of the judges, locked the 
ballot box close, and put the key in his pocket, and also locked the poll books 
in a desk in the school house where the election was held, and went to dinner. 
Mr. Hutcheson, another Judge, took the ballot box as soon as it was 
locked, and with. Mr. Smith, a Clerk of election, went to his dinner. 
He retained the box in his sight during the whole time of his absence. It 
was not opened or tampered with in any manner while he had it. After 
dinner, the Board all met at the school: house door and entered the room 
together. The same thing was done at evening. It is also clearly proved 
that with a single exception, proved by the contestants, all the persons -who 
voted were qualified electors of that precinct, nor does it appear that any one 
entitled to vote was excluded from that privilege. The possibility of fraud 
which Mr. Spurlock speaks of, existed in his diseased brain. 

We pass now to speak of the irregularities of this election. And these 
consist first, of the failure to sign and certify the poll books, and the two 
adjournments spoken of. The Board and the majority of the Committee do 
not consider these fatal, for they occurred in other precincts, and yet their 
votes have not been excluded. For instance, in the Mount Pleasant precinct 
all the Judges were out of sight of the ballot box, and out of the room, during 
the election, for hours together. So, too, of the Weeping Water precinct. 
So, too, in Plattsmouth the poll book was not signed and certified by the 
Judges and Clerks. And yet none of these precincts were thrown out. Why 
this partial action against these one hundred and fifty-seven honest voters of 
Rock Bluffs? ፲ can conceive no reason for such unjust, arbitrary action, but 
the simple fact that they gave a majority of fifty-eight against the Radical 
candidates; that by such action this Legislature could be wrested from the 
hands of the Democrats; who have a majority of its fairly elected members, 
nnd it turned over to the tender mercies of the Radicals, whose tender mercies 
are cruelies. Two Radical Senators might be elected to Congress instead of 
two Demoertats. The prize mayseem to be worthy of the game, but it will be 
found at last, that such conduct will only involve those who may seem to profit 
by it, in the contempt of Congress and the country.. ' 

The reason for the Board not signing the poll book, was, as they state, tha 
they supposed their final signature to the abstract, which was bound up in a 
book with the poll list, was sufficient, and covered all that went before ‘it. 
And thus the whole matter is cleared up. ` The question now occurs, did the 
irregularities mentioned justify the disfranchising the whole precinct? - 
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- Ítis, 18, 88 is shown in the’ evidence, one of the oldest precinets. in-the Forri 
oy. “composed mostly of farmers ‘who came here ten and twelve years ago, and. 
haye remained here during: all that time, developing the resources: “of our 
Territory; until"to-day. No where within its borders are io'be: found finer. . 
farms, a more thrifty population, à niore intelligent and resolute body of voters. 
These are -themen . who are'to ‘be disfranchised. ane why? ‘They are 
one hundred and fifty-eight in number. ` -== © . 


Five out of this number, without any wrong, any fraud, in à abo idea 
of the law, failed to observe’ some of its’ regulations. Five rien unconsciously 
disfranchising one hundred, ‘and fifty-eight legally qualified electors! It is 
impossible. " There is Tiot 8 Mat on this floor who does not see and feel the 
deep injustice of such a cause. The most learned courts of the land have 
repeatedly decided. that such irregularities do not avoid an election. ‘In the 
great case of the people against Cook, reported in the fourth volume of Selden's 
New York Court of Appeals Reports, at page 86, it is said, .“‘ The defendant 
having failed to show the return false, seeks to rej ject, it altogether, on account 
of the.noncompliance, by the Inspectors, with .some of.the ;provisions of the. 
election laws. There are various duties enjoined bylaw o on the Inspectors, the 
great objects of which are (1): Toafford to every citizen having a constitutional 

right to vote, an opportunity to exercise that right. (2), To prevent every 
one deprived of that right.from voting, (3), And conduct the election in such 
manner,in point of form, that the true number of legal votes cán be ascertained 
with certainty. If allthese objects be accomplished, as they seem to have been 
in this case, to reject the whole vote because the Inspectors failed to comply 
with every prescribed regulation, would be, as was well remarked by one of 
the Judges in the Court below, to place a higher value on the Statute regulation 
than on the right itself. It would be to sacrifice substance to form.” Apply 
now these just principles to this case. It is clearly shown: (1), That ' eyery 
citizen who had a right to vote, enjoyed the opportunity. (2) , That no one, 
save a single man, voted who had not a right todo so, and (3), the poll book 
shows: with certainty who the legal voters were. - The great objects of the 
law were thus accomplished, and in the’ language of the Court; to reject the 
vote for the irregularities complained of, is “to sacrifice substance to form.” 
It appears then that if we consider this case with a view to justice and common 
. sense, or with a view t6 the law as it has been laid down by learned Courts, the 
contestants. are entitled to seats: here. . I shall not say more of the Rock 
Bluffs vote. A single word on that of: Saline County is all I shall venture on 
that subj ect. The canvass-in ‘Cass, to which Saline is attached, -was*held 
before the law required it to ከ6 ከ919, and before the returns: ‘reached the 
County: Clerk. For that reason these. were not counted. The justice of 
considering them here is “too Obvious’ to: need remark. Jt now አቁ remains

So thatit 
is very clear these men were not'qualified electors of Cass County. 

If Rock Bluffs and Saline County votes be counted, neither of the sifting 
members are entitled to their seats, 

The undersigned therefore submits the following: 

Resolved, That Thomas K. Hanna and John Cadman are not entitled to, 
and be excluded from seats in this House, and that Stearn F. Cooper and J. 
W. Hellman be admitted to the same. `
